This caused Romney to withdraw from he Re­ 
publican presidential nomination race before the 
New Hampshire prim ary. 
He refused to hand over his support to Rocke­ 
feller, whose announcement that he would accept 
a presidential draft pulled the rug from beneath 
Romney. 
Despite defeats at the polls, Richard Nixon is 
such a strong front runner for the Republican 
nomination that it is affecting the Democratic 
presidential race. 
Nixon not only is a hawk, as is President Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson, but he is regarded by Democrat­ 
ic presidential aspirtants as the easiest to beat 
Republican choice. 
This combination of elements has caused Sen. 
Robert E. Kennedy to consider abandoning his 
earlier decision not to be a candidate against 
President Johnson, who is up to his neck in po­ 
litical trouble. 
Another thorn in the side of Johnson, perhaps 
of the Democrats, is Sen. Gene McCarthy, who 
ran so surprisingly strong as a Democratic p re s ­ 
idential candidate in New Hampshire. 
His showing has tempted Bobby Kennedy to try 
his wings this year instead of waiting four more 
years. 
This could produce complications for the liberal- 
dove camp, which appeals to the nation’s youth, 
as well as for the liberal-hawk camp of President 
Johnson. 
Of course there is still another important factor 
within the Democratic party — the Gov. George 
Wallace of Alabama followers - - but if Wallace 
makes serious inroads it will cost the Republicans 
more than the Democrats. 
There has never been a time in modern history 
when voters were faced with a greater choice of 
presidential candidates. 
It sounds ideal but it really isn’t. 
The American people are not enthusiastic about 
any of the presidential candidates. 
There are exceptions, of course, and it may be 
that one reason they cannot unite is because they 
are divided hopelessly with so many candidates 
taking so many positions on controversial issues. 
The picture may change. 
The American people are deeply disturbed about 
rising crim e, riots, racial disturbances, the war 
in Vietnam, inflation, the strains put on the mone­ 
tary system, federal deficits and increased feder­ 
al spending. 
There is no easy way out. 
The problems are 
complex. 
No one has come up with convincing 
and plausible answers. 
Perhaps no one can but 
if this is the case the American people will be 
as confused, unenthusiastic and disturbed on 
election day as they are today. 
They are eagerly searching for competent lead­ 
ership and aren ’t satisfied with maintaining the 
status quo if a promising alternative cause is 
available. 
The architect of the change might be President 
Johnson or it might be another presidential a s­ 
pirant.

tossed it aside and undercut the candidacy of 
Gov.

This caused Romney to withdraw from he Re­ 
publican presidential nomination race before the 
New Hampshire primary. 
He refused to hand over his support to Rocke­ 
feller, whose announcement that he would accept 
a presidential draft pulled the rug from beneath 
Romney. 
Despite defeats at the polls, Richard Nixon is 
such a strong front runner for the Republican 
nomination that it is affecting the Democratic 
presidential race.

By Shutting down Plant

decided to throw in the towel. He closed (town his factory and 
went out of business. This hit his em ployees like a sledge ham­ 
m er. Claiming that closing down the factory was an unfair labor 
practice, Mr. Bigman’s erstw hile em ployees took him to court. 
“ Tlie only reason he closed down his factory,” they told the 
judge, “ was because our union wouldn’t let him have his way. 
It was pure vindictiveness and contrary to law.” 
“ If I wanted to close down my factory,” retorted Mr. Bigman, 
“ that was my business. Besides, I couldn’t operate with that 
union. It created more problem s than I could keep track of. 
It was like having the m easles. Everyone's had them, but no 
one knows how many they’ve had.” 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you consider it an unfair 
labor practice for an em ployer to close down the factory l« - 
cause he can’t get along with a union? 
This is how the judge ruled: NO! The judge held that it is not 
an unfair labor practice for an independent em ployer to shut 
down his entire business even out of vindictiveness towards a 
union. However, the judge pointed it in passing, a discrim in­ 
atory' p artial closing down would be an unfair labor practice 
if motivated by a purpose to chill unionism in any of the single 
em ployer’s rem aining plants where he could reasonable have 
foreseen that it would likely have that effect.
